New ground rules for goalies 


HERE is the text of the new rule for goalkeepers. It was 
brought into operation last August and applied from the start 
of the 1983 Australian season. 


!

Once he has the ball under control (with his hands), 
the goalkeeper can take up to four steps in the time 
allotted to him, thus 

— Holding the ball with his hands, or 

— Letting the ball bounce on the ground, or 

— Throwing the ball in the air and catching it again. 

After having taken four steps, he must release the 
ball into play. However, if after having the ball under 
control (with his hands), the goalkeeper decides to put it 
on the ground, he loses the rights listed above, thereby 
revealing his intention to play with his feet. From then 
on, he can no longer touch the ball or pick it up with his 
hands, even if he has taken less than four (4) steps 
before another player has touched the ball. He must, 
therefore, release the ball or continue to play it with his 
feet; in the latter case, he is entitled to take more than 4 
steps because he has the same rights as the other 4 
players. r

BLACKTOWN City’s Super 
Squad of under 13 and 14 year- 
old players is making great 
progress. 

Recently they gave a demonstration to 
teachers who were learning Soccer 
coaching at the Australian College of 
Physical Education at Croydon. 

e teachers were amazed at the skill 
of the boys, pe one teacher who 
had been a member of the leading clubs 
in Malaysia. 

The idea behind the Super Squad’s 
development was to keep the boys out of 
competition football and work to im- 
prove their skills well beyond anything 
so far available in Australia. 

This is the second year of the scheme 
and they have reached a standard that 
coach David Lee was aiming for. 

Two of them were released at 14 years 
of age and acquitted themselves well in 
the Blacktown Demons’ third team. 

The boys undertake a one week camp 
four times per year and also devote three 
long weekends to Soccer. 


Originally it was planned to spend 
$40,000 a year in their development, but 
with one enthusiastic and able coach in

The funds cover all gear, coaching, 
and seven camps, It shows that the real 
basics can be obtained reasonably 
economically and frills can be done 
without.
